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triarsy  the  Lecturer  of  Stt  Dun* 
otan'a  in  the  West, 

(  Concluded.) 

August  1754,  not  a  year  after 
the  date  of  the  above  letters, 
he  was  chosen  to  the  rectory  of 
Black'fi  iai’s  ;  but,  by  the  op|X>si* 
tion  of  some,  who  were  unfriend¬ 
ly  to  the  gospel,  was  kept  out  of  the 
pulpit  till  early  in  the  year  1766  ; 
•when  the  Lord  Chancellor,  to  the 
inexpressible  joy  of  thousands,  ter* 
minated  the  dispute  in  his  favor. 
His  election  is  .said  to  have  been 
principally  owing  to  the  influence 
of  a  publican.  Mr.  Romaine  being 
informed  of  this  circumstance,  we 
are  told,  waited  on  him  to  thank 
him  for  the  zeal  he  had  shewh  on 
that  occasion.  “  Indeed,  Sir,”  he 
replied,  “  I  am  more  indebted  to 
you,  than  you  to  me  ;  for  you  have 
niadc  niy  wife,  who  was  one  of 
the  worst,  the  best  woman  in  the 
World.” 

What  effect  his  induction  to 
tills  parish  had  upon  him,  may  be 


leame'd  by  the  followihg  quotation 
from  another  of  bis  letters  ;i'-  **  All 

the  blessings  of  Jesos*  love  be  with 
deaf  — — -  “  I  was  not  in  a  Lurry 
to  answer  your  letter,  became  T.'.  .• 
Berridge  promised  to  make  i  is  ac-> 
knowlcdgcments  to-*—: — and  be-* 
cause  the  time  was  at  hand  when 
my  Lord  Chancellor  declared  bo 
would  end  the  afiUic  of  Black-triars. 
You  have  heard  of  the  event;  My 
friends  are  rejticiog  all  around  me, 
and  wishing  hie  that  joy  which  I 
cannot  take..  It  is  my  master’s  will, 
and  I  submit.  He  knows  what  is 
best,  both  for  his  own .  glory,  and 
his  people’s  good.  And  I  am  cer-* 
tain  he  makes  no  mistake  in  either 
of  these  points.  But  my  bead 
hangs  down  upon  the  occasion, 
through  the  awful,  apprehenskm 
which  I  ever  had  of  the  care  of 
souls.  I  am  frightened  to  think  of 
watching  over  two  or  three  thous¬ 
and,  when  it  is  work  enough  to 
watch  over  one.  The  plague  of  my 
own  heart  almost  wearies  me'  to 
death  ;  what  can  I  do  with  such  4 
vast  number  ?  Besides,  1  had  promr 
ised  m)rself  a  little  rest  and  retire¬ 
ment  in  the  eve  of  life,  and  had  al¬ 
ready  sat  down  with  a,  tom/,  take 
thine  ease.  And  lo  !  my  fine  plati 
is  broke  all  to  pieces.  1  am  called 
into  a  public  station,  and  to  the 
sharpest  enjpigement,  just  as  I  had 
got  into  winter  quarters— an  cn- 
gageu'cnt  for  lift.  1  can  s«'e  noth¬ 
ing  before  me,  so  long  as  the  breath

.  “  When  I  take  counsel  of  the 
flesh,  I  begin  to  faint ; '  but  when  I 
go  to  the  sanctuary  I  see  my  cause' 
good,  and  my  master  is  Almighty 
—a  tried  friend,  and  then  he  makes 
my  courage  revive.  Although  I 
am  no  way  fit  for  the  work,  yet  he 
Called  me  to  it,  and  on  him  I  depend 
for  strength  to  do  it,  and  for  success 
to  crown  it.  I  utterly  despair  of 
doing  any  thing  as  of  myself,  and 
'  therefore  the  rhpre  1  have  to  do,  1 
shall  be  forced, to  live  more  by  faith 
upon  himi  .  In  this  view  I  hope  to 
get  a'grcal  iheoThe  by  my  Living 
—I  shall  want  my  Xesus  more,  and 
shall  get  closer  to  him.  ^  As  he  has 
made  my  application  to  him  more 
necessary  and  more  constant,  he 
has  given  me  stronger  tokens  of  his 
love.  Methink-I  can  hear  his  sweet 
yoice—^Come  clo*er^  come  closer., 
soul!  nearer  ;  I  will  hrir.g  you 
into  circuhtstancesf  that  you  cannot 
do  one  moment  without  me.” 

In  the  year  1764,  he  published 
that  excellent  treatise,  the  Life  of 
faith.  The  former  of  these  had  an 
exceeding  rapid  and  extenave'sale.

DcRixahis  thirty  years  residence 
in  the  parish  oi  Black-friars,  the  ut¬ 
most  regtilarity  pervaded  ail  his  pro¬ 
ceedings;  It  has  been  hia  invaria-.

rise  at  five  in  the  rooming,— break¬ 
fast  at  six — sup  at  eight,  and  retire- 
at  nine.

lone  sways  every  h(f4rt,  and  fills  the 
city  with  amusement  and  joy— 
Publjc  gardens,  such  as  the  Thujl- 
leries  and  Les  Champes  EJysees, 
arc  crowded  with  beaux  and  belles, 
who  strive,  by  their  elegance,  gaie¬ 
ty,  and  smiling  countenances,. to  at¬ 
tract  the  admirstiqn  of  those,  who, 
not  having  the  faculty  of  equalling 
their' pomp,  follow  after  the  steps.of 
fashion  ;  imitating,  as  much  as  lies 
within  their  power,  what  they  epvY 
in  their  hearts.

Of  Auguttiru^t  Mother. 

.  Thf.  following  anecdote  of  Mo¬ 
nica,  the  mother  of  St.  Augustine, 
Irhen  considered  in  connexion  with 
his  after  conversation,  affords  great 
encouragement  to  pious  parents  to 
pray  for  their  children.  ^ 

It  is  thus  related  by  Augustine 
himself,  in  the  3d  book  of  bis  con¬ 
fession. 

I  REMEMBER  that  fhe  (my  mo¬ 
ther  Monica)  entreatfd  a  certain 
bishop  to  undertake  to  reason  me 
out  of  my  errors.  He  was  a  person 
not  backward  to  attempt  this,  where 
he  found  a  docile  subject.  But 
your  son,  said  be-  is  too  mtich  elat¬ 
ed  at  present,  and  carried  away 
with  the  pleasing  novelty  of  his  er¬ 
ror,  to  regard  any  arguments,  as 
appears  by  the  pleasure  he  takes  in 
puzzling  many  ignorant  persons 
with  his  captious  questions.  Let 
him  alone ;  only  continue  praying 
to  the  Lord  for  him  ;  he  will  in  the 
course  of  his  study  discover  his  er¬ 
ror.  1  myself,  perverted  by  my 


mother,  was  once  a  Manichee,  and 
read  almost  all  their  books;  and 
yet  at  length  was  convinced  of  my 
error,  without  the  help  of  any  dis¬ 
putant.  All  this  satisfied  not  my 
anxous  parent ;  with  floods  of  tears 
she  persisted  in  her  request,  when 
at  last  he,  a  little  out  of  temper,  on 
account  of  her  importunity,  said, 
*  Be  gone,  good  woroau ;  it  is  not 
possible  that  a  child  of  such  tears 
should  perish.’  '  She  has  often  told
